The Board of Library Trustees hereby respectfully submit 
their Seventh Annual Report. 


At the beginning of the year the Board organized by choosing 
J.P. Newell as Chairman and Treasurer, and Mrs. Jennie F. 
Center as Librarian and Secretary. 


As heretofore, the Library has been open for giving out and 
receiving books, every Saturday afternoon, from three until five 
o’clock. Since the last report forty four volumes have been 
added to the Library by the Trustees, and twenty five dollars 
have been appropriated by the Ladies’ Social Circle, for the 
purchase of additional books. The whole number of volumes 
in the Library at the present time is 900. The arrangement still 
exists for obtaining books from the State Library at Concord, 
whenever it is deemed desirable to take advantage of the State’s 
liberal offer. The Library, as usual, has-been well patronized 
during the past year, and has been a fruitful source of enjoyment, 
as well as profit, to many of the citizens of Litchfield. While it 
will be the purpose of the Trustees to place on the shelves of the 
Library the best works of fiction as they are published yet we 
still think that a large proportion of the books purchased should 
be works of history, biography, travel and practical science. The 
librarian has been very faithful in the discharge of her duties 
during the year, and her perfect familiarity with the books has 
been of great advantage to the patrons of the Library. A well 
arranged catalogue of the books in the Library seems very 
desirable and would add greatly to the value of the Library. 


The number of books loaned during the year is 1040. 


During the year the Century and Cosmopolitan Magazines 
have been donated to the Library by the Ladies’ Social Circle, 
McClure’s Magazine by Mrs. Jennie I’. Center, the Life of John 
Wesley by Mrs. Esther McQuesten, History of Nashua by Dr. 
K. F. McQuesten, and the Genealogy of the Dickey Family.
